Austln, thc expenses
Incurrcd by them ln dlsbursing the
money which comes from an annulty
of $25,000 purchased from the Massa-
chusetts Hospltal Life Insuranco Com¬
pany, of Boston, for thc testator's son,
lienry AV. Austln.
The case has beon ln the courts tor

a long perlod, but notwlthstanding tho
decislon ln the Superior Court, attor¬
neys actlng for the University ot Vir¬
ginia have taken nn appeal to the Su¬
preme Court, where the caso wlll ap-
pear for a hearlng in the near future.
Whon Arthur XV. Austln dled ho lert

the bulk of his estato to the Virginia
Institution. Asldo from nn incomo or
$1,000, which was glven to the son.
Henry. which was derlved from the
hospital annulty, the testator also pro¬
vided that hls son should recelve en
ndditlonal amount, brlnglng hls lncom'-i
up to $1,230 a year.

(lecidcti upon, and a friend of the promi-
ncnt gcntleman requested thc Burrelle
Press Clipping Bureau, of Ncw York,
to watch every paper in America, ancl
to take up every iteni which appeared
eonccniitig the man.
Thc clipping bureau people followcd

iristructions, and now present the history
of one year in the life of this especial man.
Thc history ends just after election,

antl the 20,642 newspaper items found
include everythlng from a three-Iinc edi-
torial mentlon to full-pago illustrated
stories. These have been mountcd on

3,200 great sheets of Irish linen paper
and bound into three massive volumcs.

At the head of each itein is the name
and date of paper clipped from, this in-
formation having been put in with a

book typewriter. The words thus iu-
sertcd amount to 153,S52.

ln actual time, a very strict record of
which has been kept, the work has re¬

quired sixty-four working days through¬
out the year, and has kept in employment:
during that time thirty people as readers,
clippers, sorters, inounters and bindcrs.
Every newspaper uf importance is repre¬
sented.

This is merely a specimen of some of
the unique orders which get into the Bur-
relle Bureau, for the extent to which
qlipjiings aro used by individuals aivl by
business concerns seems fo bu remarkable,

There are many people in private as
well as in public life who need press clip-
pings and don't know it. It might b«
well,for them to look up this man Bur-
